capader. Mr. Slmonds made this pa-
per go, and stated here last night that
on geveroal oceaslons he had Lo carry
his guns with him to keep the cow-
boys from destroying the-plant.  He
remalned In Pecos three years, selling
hig plant to Callie Prowitt who still
Iyves in 'ecos and  who is & friend of
fecrotary Whaley of the local Cham-
ber oI Commerce. The Pecos Valley
Noews was brought up by the Pecos
Times fn 1894, In 1911 Mr. Whaley,
now the secretary of the Anderson
Chamber of (‘ommerce, purchased the
Pecoa Record. In 1912 the Record

-M. J. H. Brlssey who has heen des-
perately 11l at Anderson coupty Hos-
pltal for several days, passed away
vesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock. The
tuneral services will be held this af-
tornoon at 5. 30 at the home of his
oy, W, L. Brissey on Calhoun streot.

e week ago Iast Tuesday whea a
norze which he was driving ran away
and capsed hin.e to receive Injuriae
which from the first appeared to be
very seripus. 'lle had come Lo the city
from Tligh Shoals In a wagon that day,
nnd even belore leaving. for the city
expressed 4 premonition that he should
not come. On the return to the coun-
try the horse ran away with the sed
results stated.

Mr. Brissey was rendered uncon-
tciois and was never thoroughly
arpused to consclousness, although he
aroused partially at times. He sank
into n stupor about three days go nd
rever rillled. He did not appear to
he in pain, but just slipped away.

The deceased had for many. years
heen one of ths as‘aunch cltizens. of
Anderson. He was born In Greenville
county on the 1ith of Aprll 1842, and
went to the war with n company from
that county. He wsr a good soldiar
and served .continuously in overy bat-
tle thet his company went into, but
was never wounded.

JULY 20TH IS DATE

Anderson To _E';n'jo} lie'ii:er Rates
Than She Ever Had Before,
Saving $60,000 Per Year

It was announced last evening by
the ‘I‘rnnapullulloq Committee of the
Chamber of Commerce, W. W. Sulli-
van, chairman, that the new Interstate
freight  rates to Andergon, ahout
which the Atlanta confercnce of the
Pledmont cities and rallroad officials
of the Southeast was held, would go
into effeet. on July 20th, _thus par-
tially ending the long fight for the
equalization of freighl rates. of this
city, Greenville and Greenwood. The
new rates are the best this city has
ever had and place Anderson on a
better freight egualization basis than
at any iime in her history. In fact,
the reductions are largy and {mportant
nnd will amount in the asgregate to
a gross saving to Anderson merchants
of upwards of, $60,000 per annum,
and perhapz more. ., iy (LE

It is stated that Mr. Sullivan, who
has represented Anderson through
the local traffic bureau of the cham-
her of commerce, 1s well satiefied with
the = reductions. and the new basic
rates, -but is still contending for cer-
tain other reductions, and he also was
succeseful in getting tho Atlanta con-
ference to ugree to. giye Anderson
any benefits which Spartanburg might
secure baged on the, presont . coptest
filed before the interstate commerce
commission by Spartanburg, contend-
ing for the Charloite rates at least,
and probably lower, hocause of shorter
mileage from the Ohio River points
and points based thereon.
